SIR, 

IT  has  been  provctl  in  letter  IV.  [Vol. 

XXV.  p.  311.3,  lliat  wool  of  the  btft 
rjiiality  can  only  lie  produced  in  coun¬ 
tries  where  the  variation  between  the 
lit  at  and  cold  of  ditTcrent  fcalons  is  but 
very  inconfiderablc;  and  the  advantage 
that  Great  Britain  poiTtfles  in  this  te- 
fpecit,  above  the  other  continental  conrl- 
tries  of  Europe,  was  at  the  fame  time 
ptiinted  out.  But,  althotigh  every  par: 
*>f  this  ifiand  partakes,  in  tome  degree, 
of  this  peculiarity  of  climate,  yet  the 
northern  parts  of  it  are  much  more  e- 
jninci'.tly  dill’.njc’jinialile  in  this  refpe^k 
tlian  the  fuuthem  :  for  as  flngland  is  not 
not  cjuiy  larger  in  ilfelf,  but  alfo  ap- 
pioaches  much  nearer  thecontinent  than 
b’cntlaiul,  its  climate,  in  fomc  refpeits, 
mere  nearly  rclcmblcs  theira  alfo;  w’hv'ic- 
VoL.

various  arms  of  the  fea,  and  fo  far  dil- 
joined  from  the  main  land,  it  enjoys  all 
the  peculiarities  of  an  infular  tituatton  in 
a  much  higher  degree  than  England.  Oni 
this  account  the  heat  of  the  fummer  fca- 
i'oii  is  more  moderate,  and  the  cold  in 
winter  Icfa  intenfe  in  Scotland  than  Eng¬ 
land;  fo  that  the  variations  .in  this  rc» 
fped  are  far  lefs  confideraWe  here  than 
in  the  fouihern  parts  of  this  country, 
which,  however  inconvenient  it  may  be  in 
other  reipcCts,  muft  be  acknowledged  to 
be  a  very  confidcrablc  advantage  in  oiic 
favour  with  regard  to  rearing  of  Ihecp 
and  fine  wool.  That  the  heat  is  much 
more  intenfe  in  England  than  with  us, 
none  will  be  difpoltd  to  deny ;  but  m,i- 
ny  will  doubt  if  the  winters  arc  more 
mild  in  the  northern  parts  of  Scotland 
than  in  England,  notwithflanding  that 
the  fadi  is  almofi  as  certain,  although^ 
for  obvious  rcafons,  it  has  been  mncli 
lefs  attended  Ao  Hian  th’*  ofher;  fo  that 
we  have  few  fa^ts  to  produce  in  proiif  of 
this,  unlcfs  it  be  the  experience  of  gen¬ 
tlemen  who  may  be  well  acquainted 
with  the  climate  of  both  parts  of  the 
ifiand,  to  whom  I  wonki  willingly  refer 
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the  decifion  of  it :  yet  fomc  are  to 
met  with  that  ftrongijr  coi>tirm  this  opi¬ 
nion. — )n  the  leveic 'winter  of  1739-40, 
wlftn  the  inlcnfencfs  of  the  frofl  licltroy- 
ed  many  hardy  vcjcetables  in  England, 
and  every  other' part  of  Europe,  little 
damage,  compaiaiivtly  fpeaking,  was 
dhttc  in  Srotland  ;  aitlchokcs  in  particu¬ 
lar  were  dtllroyed  almofc  in  every  other 
pliicc,  .and  b'uotUind  afierwards  fu^niOied 
plants  ot  this  vrget.rble  for  ahTK»ft  every 
part  of  Europe.  Nearly  the  fame-  re¬ 
mark  v^as  made  in  the  lUll  more  fevere 
winter  1  709,  when  Scotland  fell  but  little 
in  comp.oifoii  of  other  countrieh.  And 
in  the  winter  176a,  w  hen  the  froll^was 
i'o  inienfc  in  England  as  to  freeze  the 
Thames  over,  fo  as  to  fuffer  booths  to 
Ire  ereded  upon  it  for  many  weel6*,  1 
b.u1  the  mett  fatisfaCtory  proof  that 
could  be  delned^  that,  in  the  north  of 
Scotland,  during  all  that  time,  the  de¬ 
gree  of  cold  w«as  fo  »rci)i»ii(lei  able  as  lu^t 
to  freeze  even  very  inci)r»liderable  rills.

with  the  g»‘eateft  trad:  of  land  he  had 
ever  feen  from  the  top  of  any  hill;  yet, 
that  our  whole  gfobc  is  but  a  mere  phyli- 
cal  point,  in  refped  of  that  part  of  the 
iniiverre  that  is  vifible  to  our  naked  eye 
in  a  clear  right;  that  even  this  laft  is 
inconliderable  in  comparifon  of 'what  is 
iieu  by  the  help  of  good  tclefcopes;  and 
that,  by  better  and  better  ones,  (till 
more  and  more  of  the  vaft  univerfe  is 
difcovered.  lie  would  alfo  know  that 
the  planetary  lyftem,  though  its  magni¬ 
tude  is  exceeding  Imall  in  refped  of  the 
greateft  we  have  been  fpeakih^  of,  yet 
extends  through  a  fpacc  whereof  the 
diameter  (being  that  of  ihe  orbit  of  Sa¬ 
turn,  with  his  Satellites^  is  miich  above 
a  thoufand  millions  of  miles ;  and  that, 
through  all  this  immenfe  fpacc,  one  ge¬ 
neral  law,  Called  sravity,  obtains,  in 
conformity  to  which,  all  the  known  pla¬ 
nets,  both  primary  and  lecondary,  per¬ 
form  their  revolutions*  By  this,  as  well 
as  by  other  agronomical  difeoveries,  he 
would  clearly  perceive  that  this  whole 
Ij’ftcm  mnft  be  the  work  of  one  and  the 
fame  Artilt;  and  that  he  is  a  Being  of 
matchlefs  wil'dom  to  contrive,  and  power 
to  execute.  Would  he  not  therefore, 
mod  naturally,  and  without  a  doubt,  con¬ 
clude  that  this  one  Being  is  the  maker  of 
all  the  univerfe,  andconfequently  that  he 
bjmfclfis  necedarily  exiftent  and  eternal^ 
The  fame  man,  by  the  help  of  anatomy, 
W  ould  be  fully  convinced  "that  there  arc 
many  parts  of  animals  and  vegetables,  as 
inconceivably  mini.te  and  fmall  as  the 
univerfe  is  incomprchenbbty  great ;  and 
tliat  thefe  minute,  as  well  as  the  larger 
pirts,  arc  alt  admirably  veil  contrived, 
ai.d  fitted  lor  their  fevtral  purpofes  ;  nor 
could  he  fee  any  caufc  to  doubt  but  the 
like  obtains  in  all  the  other  habitable 
globes  of  the  uni\erfe.  Nay,  by  rcflciS- 
ing  on  what  p  ilfes  in  his  own  mind,  and 
on  what  he  knows  of  oilier  men’ei  minds 
by  their  wurdu  and  aiftions,  he  could  not 


fail  to  perceive,  that  there  is  in  man  4 
part  quite  didind  and  different  .from 
matter^  with  all  its  kuowu  properties, 
and  which  therefore  he  mud  fuppofe  a 
fubdance  in  its  owu  nature  capable  of 
fubiidiog  without  the  body ;  which  fub- 
dance  he  fihds  endued  with  reafon.(/.  r* 
Be  finds  it  a  rational  foul  or  fpirit),  and 
capable  of  admiring  and  adoring  its 
great  Creator;  whence  he  would  judly 
fuppofe,  that  there  are  many  other  raT 
tional  fpirits,  cither  with  or  without  bo¬ 
dies,  ill  other  parts  of  the  univerfe,  all 
created  by  the  fame  great  Being,  and  ca¬ 
pable  of  adoring  him.  From  ail  whied 
this  man  would  undoubtedly  infer,  that 
this  one  Being,  the  Maker  of  the  uni¬ 
verfe  (that  is,  God)  is  perfeitl,  and  l*o 
would  attribute  to  him  whatever  he  con¬ 
ceived  to  be  a  perfection  or  excellency* 
Thus  he  would  be  convinced  that  God 
is  omnipotent,  omnifeient,  omnipreient, 
unchangeable,  infinitely  wife  and  good, 
loving  all  the  moral  virtues  of  his  rational 
creatures,  and  hating  all  their  vices- 
What  arc  virtues  and  what  arc  vices,  the 
man's  reafon  and  confcicnce  would  in¬ 
form  him,  when  he  was  not  indulging 
any  irregular  appetite  ort  paflioo,  but 
employed  in  ferious  meditation.  Alfo, 
though  hie  could  know  nothing  of  the 
manner  of  God’s  exigence,  yet,  know¬ 
ing  that  matter  is  changeable  and  cor¬ 
ruptible,  he  would  juHly  conclude  that 
this  fupreme  and  perfect  Being  is  a' pure 
fpirit. 

But,  according  to  P.  T*  the  mati 
could  know  nothing  of  all  this  concern^ 
ing  God  without  revelation;  that 
he  mult  firfl  be  made  to  believe  the 
Chrillian  revelation.  How  then  fliall 
this  be' done?  We  arc  now  fpeaking 
upon  the  fuppofition  that  P*  T*  is  right 
in  that  .ilfertioo.  The  man  then  is  in¬ 
capable  of  learning  any  one  of  alt  the 
things  we  have  faid  couceriiing  God  ia 
any  fuch  manner  as  wc  have  mentioned, 
or  in  any  other  manner,  by  the  help  of 
his  reafon;  .and  will  it  be  calitr  for  him 
to  learn  the  truth  of  the  Chrillian  reli¬ 
gion  by  any  arguments  that  P.  T.  can 
ulc?  The  ftrongeft  of  the  proofs  adduced 
for  it,  in  my  opinion,  and  w-hat  pavei 
the  way  for  the  eafy  adniininn,  cf  tile 
relt,  is,  that  it  carries  iu  itielf  internal 
marks  of  its  divinity,  by  containing  the 
moH  perfect  and  exalted  precepts  and 
rules  «.f  morality  for  all  the  branebesx^f 
our  duty  to  God,  to  our  neighbour,  auej 
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tooarfdvfs;  and  therefore  it  cannot  be 
the  invention  of  evil  fpirit!»,  or  evil  men, 
being  in  its  nature  fo  contrary  to  their 
purpofes,  but  is  worthy  of  God,  atid 
theirby  appears  to  have’eome  from  him, 
and  been  prooniig  iletl  by  his  command. 
It  is  plain  the  man  can  only  judge  of  all 
this  accoriling  to  the  notions  he  has  al¬ 
ready  of  (iod,  and  of  what  he  approves; 
but  P.  T»  aftjrms  that  the  man  knows 
ro’hing  concerning  God;  Therefore 
P.  T.  cannot,  conliftently  with  his  own 
principle,  ufe  fuch  in  argu  nent. 

As  to  the  diret'l  proofs  that  the  Clirlf- 
4ian  religion  came  from  God,  the<e  ate 
by  prophecies,  with  ilieir  completions, 
and  by  miracles.  With  refpeCl  to  fome 
of  thefe  direct  ivoofs,  it  mull  be  owned 
there  are  pl.iuholc  objce^Hims  and  real 
i’ifbciiltics  in  anfwering  them.  But,  be¬ 
tides  the  ptrli:n!ar  anfwere  tint  are  gi¬ 
ven,  there  is  this  general  one,  that,  fri)m 
tlie  injure  <’f  the  thing,  there  rnuft  be 
fuch  diiru'nltics  in  the  complicated  proof 
of  fo  anf.eul  a  revelation ;  but  tint,  ta¬ 
king  the  whole  pr(v»f  t<'gether,  li.ere  is 
all  the  certaintv  that  could  reafonahly  be 
CNprCted,  fnppoiing  the  levclaHon  lobe 
Irne;  and  therefore,  wh  it  completes  the 
evidenre  l^,  tin’  to  uippoie  ir  nnlrne,  is 
Miopidn.g  whT  »u  iuronfiJtcnt  with  God’s 
nttribulcs,  which  we  kn"  ”  by  tiie  Ijght 
I'f  n.iturc,  whcieoi  he  liimfelf  is  the  au¬ 
thor.

to  be  virtuous,  in  order  to  piinifh  them 
afterwards  for  being  fo,  8uch  horrible  , 
»»ncertainty  is  the  plain  confequence  of 
P.  T.’s  dt^rinc,  that  man  can  know  no¬ 
thing  concerning  God  vn'tbviut  reveU-  ^ 
tion:  whence  it  \»  manifed  naiurai 
religion  is  a  ncced  iry  foundation  for 
Ck^ijlianity. 

P.  T.  fays.  “  The  pride  of  the  human 
*  heart  naim  ally  inclines  men  to  attempt 
‘  to  extend  their  luppofed  difeovenes  by 
‘  dint  of  reafoning;  for  this  is  their  own 
‘  w«)rk.”  In  this  uwnner  he  accounts 
for  the  pains  that  liavc  been  taken  to 
cftibhlh  natural  rcligi<*n.  He  afcrlbeg 
then  to  the  pride  of  i.  iiural  tlieologers. 

It  IS,  I  hope,  fniTur'cntly  (It-wn  ab  »ve, 
that  natuial  religion  \  '  ncccll'iry  in  order 
to  a  rational  convi^tum  oi  the  truth, of  ^ 
Chrilbanit'y:  but,  if  any  reader  thijilc  . 
otherwife,  yet  he  caunirt  deny  that  our 
thinking  lv>  is  a  fulft'ient  rc.rlon  for  ns  to  , 
maintain  or  defend  natural  rcliaiou.—  ^  ^ 
Befulrs,  if  there  are  men  (as  ihrre  are 
perhaps  too  many)  who  cannot,  by  any 
human  means,  be  made  to  believe  tlieJ| 
Chriftian  revelation,  it  is  better,  for  fo-  4;' 
cicty  at  lead,  that  they  Ihould  have  na-  i 
tural  religion  linn  none  at  all;  and  if  1  ® 
llioukf  add  tnal  it  may  be  better  for* 
the’n’elves  too,  probably  P.  T.  would  ^ 
deny  it;  but  I  hope  lew  othe#  readers  . 
wruld.  There  is  rheiefore  no  need  tovj 
have  lecourle  to  p^'ide^  in  order  to  ac-  V 
count  for  the  c  >ndu,tf  of  thofe  v.'ho  have  ^ 
laboured  to  eUal.nui  natural  theology: 
but  how  lli.all  we  account  for  P.  T.’s  an¬ 
ger  and  obloquy  r»gaiii(t  iium?  Upon* 
my  liippofition,  tiial  lit  is  a  Oiftarian  di-  -i 
vine,  it  will  not  be  very  dillicnll  to  guefs  v 
the  realons.  Indeed  the  pride  lii  iheV 
human  hearty  as  well  as  Itrongcr  pif-  ‘‘4 
Inms,  ihirlf  (  f  pnwci,  fcc.  lend  to  mikC 
any  Cliiillian  divine  wilh  men  to  believe 
that  they  can  know  nothing  concerning 
God  but  ’lum  the  B'bie,  wdiereof  he  j 
h'mfelf  and  hii>  brethren  arc  by  profeflion  J 
tlie  interpreter''.  W.hertfore  the  tttorcfl 
praife  is  due  to  thofe 'candid' divines, a 
who,  c.iiitra  y  to  their  own  temporal  itt-3 
tcrtlU  and  ptfii  ms,  lake  pains  to 
bliHi  and,  inculcate  natural  religion.  y;

I  NOW  return  to  my  firft  experiment ; 

the  confequencta  of  which,  ay  1  have 
^deferibed  them,- teem  to  prove, 

I.  I'hat  the  circulation  of  the  fap 
does  not  take  place  in  plants,  as  the  cir- 
colition  of  the  blood  in  animals.  This 
may  be  deduced  from  the  following  ob- 
fervatiuns. 

The  tree  in  the  hot-houfe  went  thro* 
all  its  changes  during  the  winter,  a4id. 
the  branch  expoled  to  the  open  air  un¬ 
derwent  R'^ne ;  confequently  the  f;ip, 
which  was  in  aOton  in  the  root,  Ifock, 
an<l  head  of  the  tree,  did  not  circulate 
through  the  branch  without;  which  had 
no  (hare  in  the  vcgeiatiou  of  the  roots 
atul  trunk.  It  might,  indeed,  be  argued 
that  the  cold  air,  to  which  this  branch 
was  es poled.  Hopped  the  circulation, 
nnd  therefore  tuat  the  firft  experiment 
w(  iild  not  l>e  decihve ;  but  the  inverfe 
of  it  leem»  fully  fo. 

The  tree  placed  on  the  outfide  of  the 
hot-houfe  continued,  during  the  whole 
winter,  in  the  Hate  of  numbiiels  natural 
to  all  trees  which  arc  txpofed  at  that 
feaion ;  but  one  of  its  branches,  which 
was  in  the  hot-houfe,  put  forth  fuccef- 
fively  its  buds,  leavt.*',  b'u  Homs,  and 
fruits.  VVhilH  therefore  the  root  of  the 
tree  to  wlwch  this  branch  be  longed  vva#  in 
the  ground  fo  frozen,  liial  the  i)ot  illelf, 
in  which  it  Hood,  was  broken  by  it,  w  hilH 
the  Hock  and  top  of  the  tree  were  m  co¬ 
vered  over  with  ice,  that  many  of  the 
branches  were  kiiltd;  this  branch  alone 
cHd  not  in  the  leaH  partake  of  the  com- 
nmn  Hate  of  nutnbncfs  and  fulTering,  but 
wa-j  on  ihe  contrary  in  full  vegetation. 
The  lap  in  it  muH  have  been  extremely 
ranfied,  and  in  ver^  quick  motion, 
whilH  that  of  the  tree  was  greatly  con- 
■dtnfed,and  in  total  inadtion.  How  is  it 
pctfiblc  to  conceive  a  circulation  of  the 
lap  Irom  fuch  a  frozen  root  and  Hock, 
ti>  a  branch  lull  of  vigour,  and  loaded 
with  leaves  ai  d  flower  s  ?  Suiely  this  ex¬ 
periment  muH  nppear  coi.c!’jfi»c  apainH 
the  fyHem  of  circulation;  lince  in  this 
calc  it'couhl  at  UH  only  be  aerritted  to 
have  taheu  piacc  in  the  vegeuiing 
branch;  and  that  would  very  iinpioper- 
ly  be  teruicit  circulation,  which  fbouid 
be  <:of>hned  to  one  Irmb. 

II.  'I’his  ixpeiiment  prove!*,  that  each 
part  of  a  tree  is  tutidU^^  with  a  Utfiiwi- 


ent  quarftity  of  fap  to  effedt  the  firft  pro- 
dudtion  of  buds,  Howers,  and  fruits. 
There  is  little  probability  that  the 
branch  drawn  into  the  hot-houfe,  ihould 
have  derived  its  fap  from  the  roots  of‘ 
the  tree:  as  they,  at  that  time,  lay  in  a 
very  Imall  quantity  of  earth,  rendered 
extremely  hard  and  dry  by  the  froft, 
they  could  have  but  little  liquor  to  fparc; 
and  even  this,  coniidcring  the  congealed 
Hate  of  the  lymphatic  veflcls  of  the 
(lock,  cpuld  have  found  no  paifage  to 
the  branch.  This  branch  muft  of  courfc 
have  been  enabled  to  continue  its  vege¬ 
tation  by  the  quantity  of  lap  with  whidh 
it  was  provided,  the  cotirumplion  of 
which  muH  have  bccil  fupplicd  at  the’ 
full  breaking  of  the  froft’.  This  truths 
now  dcmonftrable  by  experience,  had- 
been  pointed  out  before  by  a  multiplici¬ 
ty  of  other  fadls.  F.very  body  may  have 
obferved  that  a  tree»  which  has  been 
blown  down  in  autumn,  though  fepara- 
ted  from  its  trunk,  begins  the  fame  ve¬ 
getation  that  it  w'ould  have  done  if  it 
had  remained  Handing.  Hs  buds  open» 
it  bears  leaves^  and  even  (hoots,  which 
(ometimes  are  very  long,  and  muH  be  the 
effcdls  of  the  lap  it  contained.  It  it* 
true,  indeed,  that  this  appearance  doe». 
n(»t  continue  long,  becauic  the  priivifioii 
of  fap  once  exhauHtd  without  Uing  re¬ 
newed,  every  thing  muft  of  ncccfliiy  pt- 
riih. 

An  effed  of  the  like  kind  often  de¬ 
ceives  us  ill  trees  that  have  been  ncwl/ 
planted,  and  in  feiuas,  which  produce 
flowers,  and  even  fruits,  without  ever 
having  taken  root.  But  in  this  cafe  the 
fymptoms,  which  would  feefn  to  pro- 
mife  life,  are  on  the  contrary  the  fore^ 
runners  of  death ;  bccaule  the  leaves^ 
being  from  iHtir  nature  the  moft  power¬ 
ful  organs  of  tranipiratioii  and  diAipa- 
tion,  the  graft  »s. the  more  readily  ex- 
haufted,  w  hen  there  is  no  root  to  lurnifU- 
it  w  ith  a  frelh  (upply  of  nutritive  juices. 

HI  .This  experiment  proves,  that  it  is 
heat  which  unHdds  the  leaves,  and  pio- 
dnccfi  the  other  parts  of  fruefti  Heat  ion, 
in  the  braneb  expofed  to  its  a^liot>. 

Autumn  is  the  trine  in  which  natnrff 
employs  iifelf  as  it  were  clandrftinely , 
ni.dri  the  cover  of  the  leaves,  in  forming, 
tire  buds,  which  contain  the  rudimenU 
ofitlre  leaves,  bldUms,  and  fruits,  that' 
are  to  be  pre^duced  in  thecourieof  the 
fin'rcidiug  furt.tncr.  Thtle  buds  pre¬ 
pare  and  work  themfclvcs  out,  during 
tfic.wiiucr,!  under  the  rough  ccata  tWt

Iprinz,  d'.i  did  in  the  win¬ 
ter,  becaul'c  the  heat  of  the  hot-houle 
pKxlucid  that  ex  panlion,  which,  accor¬ 
ding  to  tile  naoira!  Cvinrl'e,  ought  to 
have  been  nT<v‘iv.d  by  tlic  rays  of  tlie 
fun  darling  le'>  obnipjcly  than  before  u- 
poi)  the  liori’/on.  There  is  no  doubt 
bet  it  is  to  heat,  either  natural  or  artifi¬ 
cial,  that  this  expanfion  is  owing;  and 
the  experiment  proves,  that  it  is  only  in 
that  part  of  the  tree  uhich  is  expofed  to 
the  effect  of  heat,  that  the  fap,  which  in 
every  other  part  remains  torpid  and  in¬ 
active,  is  put  into  motion,  and  produces 
vegetation.  Front  this,  it  aopcars  that 
the  vegetable  occoiiomy  is  ditl'ercnt  from 
the  animal,  and  that  tliofe,  who  endea- 
voiirr'd  to  cftablilh  the  circulation  in 
both,  carried  their  .analogy  too  far. 

I'his  faCt,  now  ellahhlhed,  furniOies  a 
jtood  re.aton  why  in  the  tapping  of  the 
maple  and  fugar-birch-tices,  fo  much  li¬ 
quor  runs  out  on  one  tide,  and  none  at 
all  on  the  other.  It  is  well  known  that 
if,  dming  the  time  of  .a  froll,  or  a  fiirn- 
mer’s  day  towards  noon,  you  bore  a  hole 
on  the  fide  of  the  maple- tree  expofed  to 
the  fouth,  you  will  get  a  great  (jiianlily 
of  liquor  from  it ;  and  tliat  if  yon  bore 
the  north-fule  at  the  fame  lime,  v‘*n 
will  not  get  a  drop.  Thv  canfc  of  this 
evidently  appears  from  what  has  been 
faid.  One  likewife  fees  why  trees  expo- 
fed  to  the  h/Uth  Infe  a  great  many  of 
their  branches,  and  fomellmcs  die  alt(>- 
gether,  in  the  courfe  of  a  fevere  winter; 
whim  trees  of  the  fame  foil,  hut  placed 
to  the  north,  or  in  fomc  other  expoht ion, 
will  It.ind  the  hardeli  frofls.  This  is 
particularly  remarkable  in  the  ever¬ 
greens,  whole  relinhi:s  and  oily  fap 
being  liquified  by  the  heat  of  the  fun, 
the  tree  cannot  efcape  fufftring  a  gieat 
deal,  whenever  it  is  furpiized  in  that 
Ifate  by  the  night  frofts.  7  iiofe  obfer- 
verf,  who  attend  to  this,  and  know  how 
will  pines,  hrs,  and  bjys  fcccccd,  when 
planted  cn  the  back  of  mountains  expo-

Many  other  confequences  might  be 
drawn  from  thefe  experiments  ;‘but  the 
bound}  I  have  )Ui,M)ed  to  this  paper  do* 
not  allow  it.  I  propofe  examining  them 
rh'ire  at  large  in  a  treat! fc  upon  vegeta¬ 
tions  w’hich,  I  hope,  the  obfcr'^aiiont 
arid  experiments  I  have  made,  may  ren¬ 
der  intereftiug  and  ufeful.

•  as  the  flame  was  innoxious,  though  the 
fubjedt  was  combudible,  many  well- 
meaning  people  thought  the  defence  ob- 
truflve,  oflicious,  and  uoneceflary:  They 
fcruplcd  not  to  aflirm,  that  the  means 
which  he  employed  were  equally  inde¬ 
licate  and  lefs  eH'ed>ual  than  thofe  which 
had  been  ufed  by  Gulliver  in  (aving  the 
palace  of  Lilliput.  So  far  may  real  me- 
irit  fiequcntly  be  from  tindiog  its  re* 
ward. 

That  the  lad  effort  of  his  genius  mi 
your  Magazine  mud  be  traced  from  the 
fame  gracious  fource,  we  may  clearly 
perceive;  for  what  Itfs  than  the  joy  of 
.angels  could  iufpire  a  mortal  bread  to 
fympathife  with  Dr  Beattie  in  the  plea* 
Jure  he  took  from  being  flattered  *wih 
the  name  of  Chrijlian  by  one  •oiho  de^ 
dared  the  atonement  no  part  4>f  Jflt 
creed  ?  It  may,  however,  be  prefumed, 
in  favour  of  Dr  Beattie,  that,  if  be  took 
plcafurc  iu  the  name^  he  could  be  no 
foe  to  the  principles  of  Chridlanity* 
Nor  is  it  to  be  fuppofed,  that  without 
any  reafon  he  would  employ  the  powers 
of  intuition  or  common  fenfe  in  expifea- 
ting  the  articles  of  Dr  Priedley*t  cre^ 
previous  to  their  difcuvcry. 

Orthodoxus  woi»ders  how  Dr  Beattie 
will  be  atfeCted  towards  a  man,  who,  af- 
,tci'  having  called  him  a  Chridian,  de¬ 
clares,  that,  were  he  to  ul'c  the  powere 


of  declamation,  he  could  make  the-dodtor, 
as  black  at  an  Atbeid,  for  denying  the 
prefcience  of  the  Deity.  This  popular 
clamour  has  been  lb  often  refounded  in^ 
the  public  ear,  that  it  may  bd  proper  to 
make  a  few  remarks  upon  it. 

The  future  adtions  of  men  are  either. 
contingent  *>r  certain  :  if  certain,  they 
may  be  infallibly  foreknown,  becaufc 
they  are  the  objedts  of  prefcience;  if 
contingent,  they  can  n^vcr.be  connedled' 
with  certainty  by  any  mind,  however 
perfedt.  I  am  one  of  ihofe  who  admit 
no  fuch  thing  as  contingency^  either  in 
the  natural  or  moral  world;  but  when  | 
revolve  the.  difficulty  of  reconciling  ne- 
ceflfity  with  accountability,  1  not  only 
excufe,  but  applaud  the  man  who  thiuki 
differently  from  myfelf,  and  avows  hia 
fentiments*  To  me  it  appears  infrlious, 
cruel,  malignant,  thus  obliquely  t »  at¬ 
tack  the  reputation  of  an  author  icr  par* 
ticular  opinions  difl*erent  from  thofe 
commonly  received,  while  the  general 
intention  of  his  writings  is  obvioufly  tp 
promote  the  mod  valuable  and  facred  in- 
terefls  of  human  nature.  Curioflty,  wliea 
excited  by  laudable  objedts,  is  itfclf  laud¬ 
able;  but,  when  its  purpofes  arcilbnatu^ 
red  or  unmeaning,  I  leave  Orthodoxus  to 
invefligate  the  charadlers  to  which  it  be¬ 
longs.  Yet  it  may  be  fometimes  motf 
eligible  to  gratify  thofe  who  wait  witn 
impatience  for  difcovcrics  neither  proti- 
table  to  themlelvcs  nor  others,  than  to 
be  plagued  with  their  ^importunities.  ' 
Without  any  previous  intercourfe  be¬ 
tween  me  and  Dr  Beattie  upon  the  fob-

which  arc  fo  fimplc  and  plain,  as  to  be 
underdoud  by  hundreds,  nay  thoiifands, 
of  plain  men  who  know  not  that  they  are 
polfcffcd  of  fo  ufeful  a  ireafure,  we  nave 
knowledge  enough  on  this  occalion.  The 
only  requifire  wanting  beyond  this  is  a 
heart  ftridly  devoted  to  truth  and  virtue, 
without  which  wc  lhall  never  underlland 
any  doCtrine  that  does  not  foothe  our  paf- 
fions. 

The  gof|»el  of  civil  as  well  as  religious 
falvatk>[]|,  ‘  is  hid  from  ibc  wile  and  pru- 
*  dent, and  revealed  unto  babes;*  that  is, 
unto  tliofe  who  are  net  puffed  up  with 
vanity  and  falfe  learning,  nor  blinded  by 
pride,  ambition,  and  felf-intcred,  but 
whole  minds  arc  in  a  date  of  humility 
and  innocence.  But  we  have  our  politi¬ 
cal  Popes,  who  would  fain  have  us  dif- 
truft  our  common  fenfc  and  our  feelings, 
and  believe  implicitly  in  their  infallibility; 
nor  do  1  doubt,  but  they  would  prove  as 
faithful  guardians  of  civil,  as  the  Homan 
Pope  is  of  religious  liberty,  was  it  once 
pat  Into  their  hands. 

It  is  A  capital  error  in  the  reafonings  of 
feveral  writer^  on  this  fubjeet,  that  they 
confider  the  liberty  of  mankind  in  the 
lamplight  as  an  eftateor  chattel,  and  go 
about  to  prove  or  difprove  their  right  to 
it  by  the  letter  of  grants  and  charters,  by 
cuHiim  arvd  ufage,  and  by  municipal  fta- 
tutes.  Hence  too  we  are  told,  that  thefe 
men  have  a  rjghi  to  mere,  thofe  to  lefs, 
and  feme  to  none  at  all.  But  a  title  to 
the  liberty  of  mankind  is  not  eftablifficd, 
o«  fuch  rotten  foundations:  *i!8  not  a,- 
mong  mouldy  parchments,  nor  in  the 
cobwebs  of  a  caluift’s  braip  we  are  to  look 
for  it;  It  is  the  immediate,  thc  univerfal 
gift  of  God,  and  the  feal  of  it  is  that  free¬ 
will  which  he  hath  made  the  nobicft  con- 
Aiturnt  of  man's  natpre.  It  Is  not  de¬ 
rived  from  any  one,  but  original  in  every 
one;  it  is  inherent  and  unalienable.  The 
moft  antient  inheritance  cannot  ftreng- 
then  this  right,  the  want  of  inheritance 
cannot  impair  it.  The  child  of  a  Have  is 
.as  freeborn,  according  to  theUw  oT  nai- 
ture,  as  he  who  could  trace  a  free  ancef- 
try  up  to  the  crcau<m.  Slaveryin  all  its 
ft.riBJ,  in  all  its  degrees,  is  an  outragioas 
violation  cf  the  rights  of  mankind ;  an  o- 
dious  dcgraditinti  of  human  nature.

By  all  which  his  friends  thought 
the  caufe  in  great  danger  of  being  hurt^ 
had  not  his  coming  happil\  prevented 
you.  [While  Mr  T.  •was  delivstrin^^ 
this  part  of  his  fermon,  R.  S  arofeft*^ 
vsral  times,  and  told  Mr,  T,  that  nuhatt 
he  •was  faying  •was  grofs  lies ^  and  falfa 
calumnits  ;  verv  unbecoming  to  bet 
fpoke  from  the  chair  of  verity,^  If.  you 
afted  as  a  faithful  agent  to  cob- Camp* 
bell,  why  did  you'inhtt  on  having  cvtryt 
thing  carried  to  your  mind,  and  endea¬ 
vour  to  get  fame  of  cobCampbell's  frienda* 
turned  out,  and  tbofe  who  were,  bla  op— 
poiites  (L  will  not  fay  bis  enemies)  .kept 
in,.aiid  by  inftiling  to  bring  in  thole  whoi^ 
were  either  doubtfiil,  or  in  the  oppofttc 
intereft?  It  i^  not  the  duty  of  an  agent 
to  inftft  in  having,  every  thing  carried  bm* 
own  way.  Nb  doubt  but  it  may  frer 
({pently  be  his  duty  to  remonftratc,  and 
lay  matters  properly  before  has  employ-* 
er,  but  he  ought  to  leave  it  entirely  to* 
his  conftitiieiit’s  prudence  to  cliufc  what 

he  thinks  ^beft. - *•••••  And  if  the 

friends  of  cbl.  Campbell  bad  noLgot  con^ 
vincing.  proofs  of  your  deiigns  to  betray 
their  caufe^  tb‘t>  would  net  have  (hut  yoi^ 
out  from  their  dcIiUciations,  when  niat- 
tecs  came  to  a.criftji,  and  it  was  become 
necefiUiy  to  have  plans  formed  for  con¬ 
ducing  the  common  caufe.. 

*•  Perhaps  you. will  fay.  What  buftneie 
bas  all  this  to  do  with  the  pulpit  ?  Buc 
I  think  it  has  as  much  to  do  with  the  put* 
pit,  as  vourpaper  bad  with  the^tf/eifo- 
rtian  Mercury  ^  aud.  thofc  that  fin  be¬ 
fore  all,  ought  to  be  rebuked  be/orrdlf^ 
khat  othort  may  betf  and  Urtir,  aad  do
